ETROGRAD, Sept. 23.—The 

Korniloff ministry, arising out 

of the recent revolt, has de- 
veloped dimensions which threaten 
the existence of the Cabinet, partic- 
ularly the position of Premier 
Kerensky.

ERMANS USE CANNON 
> TO STAY BRITISH DRIVE. 


Haig Gains A ll but Few Objectives 
and Takes Over Three Thou- 
sand Prisoners. | 


N NONE of the battle areas of 
| Europe has there been any 

marked activity in the last twen- 
ty-four hours, says the Associated 
Press war review. A momentary 
lull appears to have settled upon 
the fighting operations in Flanders, 
on the Aisne and at Verdun, and in 
the region along the Isonzo. 

Crown Pripce Rupprecht of Ba- 
varia, finding his efforts to dis- 
lodge the British from their recent- 
ly-gained positions in the Ypres 
salient ineffectual, has ceased his 
infantry attacks and resorted to 
artillery. 


The British are resting after 
treir effort of Thureday, having 


gained all but a few minor posts of 
the objectives desired and having 
taken 3243 prisoners, but their big 
guns still hammer the German po- 
sitions and their aviators harass the 
airdromes, dumps, cantonments and 
other military points behind the 
German lines. Northeast of Gou- 
zeaucourt, between Arras and St. 
Quentin, the British carried a suc- 
cessful raid into the German 
trenches. 
ON WESTERN FRONT. 

On the rest of the western front 
the French and Germans have been 
content to bombard each other. The 
artillery activity is reported violent 
along the Aisne front and north-

ECLARES SECRET 
AUTOPSY WAS HELD. 


JUDGE BINGHAM’S ATTORNEY 
ACOUSES RELATIVES. 


Body of Wealthy Woman Who 
Died in July Said to Have been 
Exhumed Without Knowledge of 
Her Former Husband—Will may 
be Contested. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE)! 

LOUISVILLE (Ky.) Sept. 23.—The 
body of Mrs. Robert Worth Bing- 
ham, formerly Mrs. Henry M. Flag- 
ler, secretly was exhumed at Wil- 
mington, N. C., shortly after mid- 
night last Tuesday, at the instance 
of Mrs. Bingham’'s relatives, an au- 
topsy performed in the presence of 
a detective of national reputation, 
and several physicians. Some of the 
vital organs were removed and sent to 
New York and the body presumably 
reinterred, according to a statement 
given out here tonight by attorneys 
for Judge Bingham. 

All of this was done surrepti- 
tiously, the statement declares, the 
secret closely guarded until the ob- 
ject was accomplished, and adds “‘it 
belongs to the public to form its 
own opinion of this ghastly drama.” 


“When, if ever.” the statement 
concludes, “whispered suspicion 
shall become an audible charge, such 
charge will be met with facts.” 

Mrs. Bingham died in Louisville, 
July 27, last. The death certificate 
gave myocarditis as the cause. 


Mrs. Bingham left an estate hav- 
ing af estimated value of over $790,- 
000,000, the greater part of which 


her will gave to members of her fam- 
ily. <A codicil to the will, executed 


about a month before her death, be- 
queathed $5,000,000 to Judge Bing- 
ham. That this codici! would be 
contested has been indicated. |

ARGENTINA’S DECLARATION OF 
WAR DELAYED.

Message from Berlin Declares 
Kaiser Absolutely Disapproved of 
Conduct of His Envoy—Deputies 
will Meet Today to Take Definite 
Action. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 
BUENOS AIRES (Argentina) Sept. 
23.—Just as the Argentine Chamber 
of Deputies early this morning was 
preparing to vote on the question of 
breaking diplomatic relations with 
Germany, an official comrmunication 


Was received from the British For- 
eign Office. The note disapproved of 
the ideas expressed by Count von 
Luxburg, the German Minister here, 
regarding Germany's “cruiser war- 
fare.” 


The word “cruiser” left some 
doubt in the minds of government 
officials as to whether Germany ‘n- 
tended to modify her submarine 
campaign. A declaration of war on 
Germany was postponed by the re- 
ceipt of the Germen note. 

Foreign Minister Puevrredon la- 
ter gave out two notes that he had 
received from Dr. Luis B. Molina, 
the Argentine Minister at Berlin. 
The first reads: 

“I confirm my telegram of Sept. 
21 and am transmitting the exact text 
of the note from the German gov- 
ernment in reply to your communi- 
cation. As you will see, the satisfae- 
<8 cannot be more ample or defi- 
nite. 

“This note was delivered person- 
ally to me by the imperial Chancel- 
lor, who has ius: returned from 
Munich, and who repeated the senti- 
ments of the note in a most expres- 
sive and definite manner. 

“There is no doubt, therefore, that 
the German empire condemns the 
conduct of Luxburg, whose opinions 
were purely personal, and it disap- 
proved absolutely. You may be sure 
the German government will faith- 


The second message received from 
the Argentine Minister says 

“T have to inform you of the un- 
truth of the report sent out by the 
enemies of Germany that the Kaiser 
has sent Luxburg a message approv- 
ing his conduct and has offered an- 
other diplomatic post to hi The 
government has denied the report by 
wireless.”’ 

The Chamber of Deputies will 
meet tomorrow afternoon to take 
definite action on the messages from 
Minister Molina. 

Deputies Veyga and Arce opposed 
each other in a duel with swords to- 
day as a result of words passed in 
Saturday's debate in the Chamber 
on the German situation.

REPLY TO THE POPE 
PLEASES GERMANS,

BERLIN Sept. 23 (via London.) 
—Prof. Hans. Delbrueck, head. of 
the Department of History in Ber- 
lin University, told the Associated 
Press yesterday that the German 
reply to the Pope, both in form 
and contents, completely reflects the 
wishes and sentiments of the great 
majority of the German people. 

“I only wish,” he said, “that the 
note also might have definitely in- 
corporated the statement that the 
restoration of Belgian sovereignty 
and integrity is self-understood. Ita 
effect would be materially enhanced 
thereby. 

“However, in view of the specific 
mention of the Reichstag peace reso- 
lution, express reference to Belgium 
is probably deemed superfluous, The 
official utterances would seem to 
warrant the conclusion that the ne- 
gotiations, which it is hoped will now.

The 
best indication of this is the rage 
and desperation with which the pan- 
German press is attacking the note 
and the Imperial Chancellor.”

OMBS AND MICROBES. 
HIDDEN IN BUCHAREST. 


Shameful Abuse of Confidence of the 
American Embassy is Exposed — 
by Secretary Lansing.

had taken charge of Germany's af- 
fairs at the Rumanian capital, quan- 
tities of powerful explosives for 
bomb plots and deadly microbes, 
with instructions for their use in 
destroying horses and cattle, was re- 
vealed today by Secretary Lansing. 

It ‘was another of the series of 
Mr. Lansing’s disclosures of German 
intrigue, made public without com- 
ment, in thé same manner as the 
Von Luxburg telegrams, which have 
brought Argentine to the verge of 
war with Germany, the Von Eck- 
hardt letter from Mexico City and 
the Von Bernstorff telegram asking 
the German Foreign Office for au- 
thorization to, spend $50,000 to in- 
fluence Congr 

The latest story is told in a report 
to the State Department from Wil- 
liam Whiting Andrews, Secretary of 
the legation at Bucharest, and a let- 
ter from Foreign Minister Porum- 
of Rumania. 

SUSPICIOUS PARCELS. 

Parcels and boxes taken into the 
German Consulate at Bucharest with 
display of great precaution aroused 
the suspicions of the Rumanian gov- 
ernment. On August 27, 1916, the 
evening prior to the date of Ruma- 
nia’s declaration of war, some of the 
cases were taken to the German’ Le- 
gation, located in a different build- 
ing from the consulate. Convinced 
that the boxes were not 
taken away from the lega- 
tion by the German diplomatic 
mission on tits departure from 

Bucharest, fhe Rumanian authori- 
ties later ordered the police to find 
and examine their contents. The 


German interests, who reluctantly 
assigned Secretary Andrews to ob- 
serve the search. The boxes were 
found buried in the garden of the 
German Legation. 


MR. ANDREWS’S REPORT. 


Mr. Andrews’s report says: 

“Upon my return from the exami- 
nation which resulted in the discov- 
ery of the explosives and of the box 
of microbes, both of which the lega- 
tion servants admitted having placed 
in the garden, the former confidential 
agent of the German Minister, Dr. 
Bernhart, who had been left with 


the legation at the German Minister's 
request, to assist !n the care of Ger- 
man interests, admitted his knowl- 
edge of the explosives placed in the 
garden; told me that more were in 
the garden than had been found; 
that a still larger quantity had been 
buried in the house of the legation;: 
and that still worse things than this 
box of microbes were contained in 
the legation, and insinuated § that 
they would have been found even in 
the cabinets\of dossiers which I had 
sealed. 

“Dr. Bernhart also stated that all 
these objects had been brought to 
the German Legation after our lega- 
tion had accepted the protection of 
German interests, which agreed 
with the statement of the servants. 
A similar confession was made to the 
Minister by this man. 

“The protection of the United 
States was in this manner shame- 
fully abused and exploited.

Prisoners Taken on West Front Show

NEW WEAPON 


Equip American Troops for 
Personal Encounters. 


Gutlines Methods. 


Machine Guns and Bombs are 
Important Factors. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The 
hand-to-hand character of modern 
trench warfare is sharply illustrated 
In detailed tables of organization for 
American overseas infantry units, 
made public today by the War De- 
partment. 

Only a few years ago it was pre- 
Gicted that because of high power, 
long range artillery and rifies and 
automatic and machine guns, troops 
would never come to actual grips. 
The complete reorganization of the 
whole infantry service outlined in the 
hew tables, however, is based on the 
proved fact that the battle will be 
decided by the foot soldiers, fighting 
breast-to-breast with bombs, bayo- 
nets and knives. 

Included in the equipment of 
American regiments which enter the 
trenches are “trench knives,” one of 
the most up-to-date developments of 
European battlefields. In addition 
each infantry division will have 416 
machine guns. Less-than two years 
ago the American army had not 
more than 1200 of these weapons for 
ite entire active and reserve stock. 

The tables fix an infantry platoon 
as the operating unit. It will be 
composed of fifty-eight enlisted men 
under a lieutenant. In each platoon 
there will be a section of twenty- 
two bombers and rifie grenadiers, two 
sections of twenty-four rifiemen-— 
and one section of eleven auto-rifie- 
men, who will handle the light ma- 
chine guns or the automatic shoul- 
der rifles that may be developed. 

This means that there will be four 
light machine guns in the Nne for 
every sixty men, backed by the 
regimental and divisional machine- 
gun battalions and companies armed 
with the heavy, water-cooled weap- 
ons, that are the real first line of 
defense in trench warfare. 

The use of trench knives sup- 
Plants the old rifle and bayonet for 
forty men In each company of 250. 
These terrible weapone are long, keen 
knives, with heavy metal hilts, worn 
strapped to the left arm and are 
made for use in trench raida by 
men who cannot be incumbered 
with rifles and bayonets because of 
their especial duties. 

Each company of an infantry regi- 
ment will have four of these typical 
Platoons and each regiment will

These in 
cretions often cost dearly. 

To date America has not adopted 
restrictions such ag Britain's trading 
with the enemy act, which ro- 
hibited any intercourse with er- 
many, even through a neutral coun- 
try, unless under sptcial permission. 
At present American business con- 
cerns can communicate with the 
enemy through mails sent via neu- 
tral countries. These letters are un- 
censored until they are removed from 
the ships at British ports.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF

Italian Caproni bombing airplane 
which yesterday, with a fast*’Pomilio 
scout machine and a swift Sia fight- 
ing plane, thrilled Washington, was 
still standing on the polo field in 
Potomac Park tonicht.

The Caproni machine is capable of 
a sustained flight of twelve hours at 
a speed of ninety miles an hour, 
which in itself is regarded as re- 
markable. Its usual function is to 
engage in long distance bombing 
work. It is capable of carrying 1009 
pounds of aerial bombs In addition te 
the pilot and crew. 

Army experts as well as civilians 
were compelled to remain behind the 
rope which was placed in position 
shortly after the accident, to pro- 
tect the machine, with a detail of 
regular troops as guards within the 
enclosure.

Grand Duke Nicholas Holds 
Slav Admiration. 


Jonathan Bourne, Jr., Makes 
Unusual Forecast. 


Suggests Return of Monarchy 
with Restrictions.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 23. — Grand Duke 
Nicholas, who, according to frequent 
reports, might be the means of re- 
storing a monarchy In Russia éhould 
the Kerensky government fail, is 
discussed as a possible future power 
in Russia in a significant statement 
issued here tonight by Jonathan 
Bourne, Jr., president of the Repub- 
lican Publicity Association. 

“It is not probable, as sometimes 
intimated in press dispatches, thet 
Gomestic dissensions in Russia will 
permanently remove that nation 
from effective aid in the war against 


the Central Powers,” says Mr. 
Bourne.

It 
is probable that Korniloff's Slavonic 
strain runs more pure than that of 
Kerensky, in whose veins there 
doubtless would be found a tinge, 
at least, of that persistent strain of 
which Du Maurier has characterized 
as so quickening in quality when di- 
luted.

of Germany's blunders in her Amer'i- 
can diplomacy. The first article to 
be promulgated will be Dr. Horna- 
day's. 

In opening, Dr. Hornaday says 
“There are times when the blunder- 
ings of German ‘statesmen’ are 60 
crude and raw that, when they harm 
no one, they are comical. Even amid 
the horrors of war, America !» laugh- 
ipg over the wholesale discomfiture 
and final undoing of Dr. Durmba.

Prices in California Lowest in 
the World. 
Supply Abundant; Competi- 
tition Pronounced.

Gasoline is cheaper in California 
than anywhere else in the world. In 
the neighboring States of the Pacific 
Coast, supplied by the California oll 
wells and refineries, except at some 
ef the most remote points, the price 
is hardly higher than that charged 
in the largest cities of. the East gnd 
Middle West. 

In Los Angeles and San Francisco 
gasoline sells for 29 cents a gallon, 
a price lower than that quoted for 
almost any city east of the Rocky 
Mountains. In other important 
California cities the price goes up 
from a fraction of a cent to a whole 
cent a gallon, according to cost of 
marketing. Not only is there the 
sharpest of competition between the 
big companies—Standard, Union, 
Associated and Shell—and between 
these and the smaller refiners to 
keep down prices, but the unfair 
competition law farbids discrimina- 
tion between different parts of the 
State where the cost of marketing 
is the same. Indications are that 
the big companies have taken to 
themselves no benefit whatever of 
the doubt in any case, realizing 
probably that thelr every move in 
trade is closely watched by none 
too friendly argus eyes. 

Thus Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. get gasoline at the same 
price, although Los Angeles has 
more oll within thirty miles of her 
gates than San Francisco has with- 
in 250 miles, and although Los An- 
geles has at her door a larger num- 
ber of small independent competina 
refineries than has the northern 
metropolis, besides numerous casing- 
head gasoline plants.

Bill to Encourage Mining 
Meets with Approval. 


Development of the Public 
Domain is Object. 


Operators Indorse the Project 
Reported to Senate.

M’KITTRICK, Sept. 22.—Interest 
of oll operators in California, as 
well as in other oil-bearing States, is 
centered in the measure known as 
the Walsh leasing bill, which has 
been favorably reported to the 
Upited States Senate, and is now 
pending in that body. Oi! invest- 
ments in this State aggregate more 
than $250,000,000; there are within 
the borders of California more than 
80,000 acres of proved oil lands, 
which are being expanded annually, 
and vast quantities are yet undevel- 
oped, National legislation affect- 
ing public lands has long been 
awaited with interest by active and 
prospective operators, and to these 
the provisions of the Walsh bill, en- 
titled “A bill to encourage and pro- 
mote the mining of coal, phosphate, 
oll, gas, potassium and sodium on 
the public domain,” is well worthy 
of attention. 
The presence of over 7000 derricks 
in the various oil fields of Califor- 
nia and the constant additions to 
this number, together with the fact 
that the yield of petroleum in the 
State gives it second position in the 
output of ofl producing States, and 
the further fact that with the en- 
actment of favorable laws the pe- 
troleum industry would be very 
largely increased, makes the situa- 
tion one of marked  impertance.

of California, is showing signs 
of life since silver took ite upward 
trend in the money marts of 
America.
